Messrs, Holly and Rile, the repre­ 
sentatives of the health unit who are 
giving tuberculin tests to the dairy 
cows of the country, expect to com­ 
plete the first round of their activities 
today, stated Dr. H. C. McRee at the 
county health unit this morning. 
Dr. McRee explained the “tubercu- 
line test” for cows as follows: “The 
test is similar to the one made on 
human beings for tuberculosis. The 
dead matter prepared by chemists is 
administered to the cows on a cer­ 
tain day, and about 48 hours thereaf­ 
ter, the health officers note the ef­ 
fect. If the cows “respond,’ this is if 
the dead chemical matter throws them 
into a high fever, then it is concluded 
that they have tuberculosis; but if no 
‘response’ is noted, the cows are re­ 
garded as free from tuberculosis.” 
Over a hundred cows have already 
been tested by Messrs Holly and Rile. 
The official letter from the U. S. De­ 
partment of Agriculture, animal in­ 
dustries, stating that Mr. Rile would 
assist health officers in testing cows 
for tuberculosis, added that he and 
other veterinary surgeons would be 
in this part of the state for some time, 
so it is presumed that if Mr. Rile does 
not complete th» work of making tu­ 
berculin test* in Morgan County, he 
will return at an early date.
